W ashington, D. C.Oct. 30—Tho Nation­ 
al Republican will to-morrow publish a 
Ions interview with Senator Carpenter. 
In this interview Mr. Carpenter defines 
his relation to Wifconaln campaign, and 
declares his status in National politics. 
The following extracts give the purport of 
the Interview: 
"Senator, how is ll that yon are not on 
the stump this fall ?” 
“Well, there are two reasons for IL 
First, I ani in the hospital, and, for the 
first time in my life, a succession of severe 
colds and an unusual amount of labor dur­ 
ing the winter and spring impaired my 
health, and my physicians advised me that 
what I need is rest, which they say will 
be followed by complete restoration. From 
a doctor’s decree there is no appeal, and so 
I am excluded from the labor and excite­ 
ment of a political canvass. 
I have re­ 
gretted this, because it hss become a fixed 
habit ot my lite to take a hand on every 
such occ sion. In the second place, Wis­ 
consin is certain to go right. Oar ticket 
there is headed by the Hon. William E. 
Smith, who h rs made a popular and effici­ 
ent Governor. All the State officers were 
renominated, and their administration hav­ 
ing been unexceptionable, they are all cer­ 
tain to be rc-elcct< J.” 
Being asked to account for the result in 
Ohio, Mr. Carpenter expressed the opinion 
that it wes large 'y due to the fact that tbe 
Northern people see that Demccratic suc­ 
cess means Rebel r tendency in the admin­ 
istration of the Government. The extra 
session 
gave the Southern leaders an 
opportunity to develop their plans and show 
their purpose to rule or ruin the country. 
Upon this point Mr. Carpenter takes 
the most stalwart ground. He said that at 
the extra sc aion everything wes deter­ 
mined in Democratic caucus. Tne Rebel 
element constituted a majority of that cau­ 
cus, so that the laws effected were in fact 
Rebel enactment.

A Railroad Train Blockaded by Snakes- 
Gov R. M. Stewart used to tell a snake 
story which I have never seen in print. In 
those days, said the Governor, snakes wore 
not only uncommonly numerous, but in­ 
fested certain portions of the State to such 
an extent that farmers would often pack 
up their household wares and remove els'', 
where. During the building of the Han­ 
nibal &> St. Joseph Railroad I have seen 
them so troublesome and numerous that 
the hands would sometimes stop work and 
inaugurate a short campaign against them 
with shovels, axes, and crowbars. 
The 
serpent were not yicious, tho men being 
hardly ever bitten, but tbe great vexation 
consisted In their sociability and perfect 
indifference to danger. 
They apparently 
were utterly devoid of that instinct of self 
preservation with which the Almighty 
endowed every creature. 
At night they 
would sometimes make sleep impossible by 
hissing and squirming in and about the 
tents, and during the day they would vex 
the men almost 
beyond 
endurance by 
running 
between 
their 
legs 
and 
otherwise annoying them. 
They were 
not considered dangerous, being of that 
species koown as prairie hissers. It was 
only now and then that a rattler was dis­ 
covered among them, and death was sure 
to follow, for tbe men would always stop 
and flad time to chase one until he was 
overtaken and his head chopped off. The 
men always dreaded a shower, for then 
the snakes were the worst. 
They would 
literally swarm out on the prairies and 
travel in schools. On one occasion of this 
kind, when the road was in course of con­ 
duction in Livingston county, the con­ 
struction engine, with three flat cars, was 
at the last camping place, about ten miles 
un the rear of the track builders. 
I was 
there awaiting the loading of some tools 
and spikes, which it was intended to con­ 
vey to the end of the road. 
It had been 
raining all morning, but cleared up about 
noon, and when we pulled oat after dinner 
the weather wa9 plep9ant, bat a little hazy. 
We 
had 
traveled' about half 
the 
distance when the engineer—I wri riding 
on tho engine— call' I my attention to 
hundreds of snake i crossing several hun­ 
dred yards in front of us, the track for a 
short distance being black with them and 
entirely Ic :t to sight. The engine driver 
opened the throttle and in a few moments 
we were crushing through them. 
The 
drivers had not made more than two or 
three revolutions, when they began to fly 
around at lightning rapidity, and the speed 
of the train was slackened. 
The wheels 
ot tbe engine were almost clogged with 
crushed snakcj, and still the track was 
actually buried beneath them for hundreds 
ot yards In front of U9. 
We did not suc­ 
ceed In getting much more headway when 
tbe train came to a standstill. 
We were 
unable to make oar way through them, 
and amuse I ourselves by knc ;king them 
off the engine. We were detained nearly 
an hour before the grand march of the 
serpents had crc's d and we were enabled 
to proceed. They seemed to be moving 
that day, and the earth seemed to be alive 
with them; indeed, they seemed to cover 
tbe earth.

Foster Declare* That H her utah I* off 
The Track, and Expresses a Deci­ 
ded Conviction That Warfield H ill 
Have a Walk-over. 
D ispatch to C in cin n ati E n q u ire r. 
New’ Y o r k . Oct. 27.—The following is 
nearly a literal transcript of a conversation 
I held WUU Charlie Poster at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel this morning: 
“Governor, who will he United States 
Senator from Ohio?'’ 
“ G a rfie ld , I think. 
I don’t believe any­ 
body can beat him " 
“Are you a candidate ?” 
“No; I couldn’t in any consistency take 
it. It would be a place any man might 
want to hive, and I have a very good sup­ 
port In the Legislature; but I leel it would 
be unbecoming for me to make the effort 
You see, I made the campaign on the 
Governorship, and upon the proper con­ 
duct of the Governor’* office, it would be 
trilling with the people to refuse to fill the 
office, and I caunol all -rd to do it.’' 
“Positively, men, you will not take the 
Senatorship V* 
“I have been elected Governor, and I 
mean to fill out the term.” . 
“Is Sherman out of the race for Senator, 
to o ? ! 
“lie is. 
lie will write a letter in a few 
days declining to make the race for Sen­ 
ator. He repeati I that promise to me 
since he has been here. I had a talk with 
him at the outset ot my campaign, and said 
’Sherman, we can't allow tho contect for 
Senator euler into the fight. 
I must not 
run for Senator, and I don’t think you 
ought to.’ He said I was right, and that 
he would not be candidate.

A Mousing Rally. 


The grand Republican rally is over but 
the enthusiasm awakened by it is not, a rJ 
will not be over for some time yet. 
It is 
seldom that so able speakers can be group* 
ed together tor a meeting here, and they 
each had eager listeners. 
GENERAL HURLBURT, 
who set the ball rolling yesterday after­ 
noon, is a sound thinker and has a droll 
way ol stating some sharp porn’?, which 
spices his talk tu a pleasing manner. He 
opened his speech by repeating a remark 
which he overheard on the streets here. 
He heard a man say, that he Aida’t see what 
business these carpet-baggers from Illinois 
had to come up and meddle with Wiscon­ 
sin's election. 
We had right here the 
spirit of State’s right, the same in quality 
though not m quantity that the South has. 
The speaker thought there had been too 
much tenderness shown both to offenders 
and offenses. There was no crime as hor­ 
rible as treason aud rebellion. Tho people 
here were excited over two or three m ur­ 
ders, but B lUmgartcn’s horrible deed paled 
In comparison with those of Lee, Davis, 
and of others who now sit in the council 
cuambers of the nation, for they attempted 
to take the life of a nation. He would 
speak of but two parties, lor there was no 
third party now. 
There was a Greenback 
party, the child of hard times, but it was 
no more, and no man was poor enough to 
say the funeral service over it. The Re­ 
publicans 
could 
give 
a reason 
for 
the 
faith 
that 
was 
within 
them. 
lie 
briefly 
sketched 
the 
achievements of the party, and then going 
oyer the recjrd of Democracy asked what 
there was to be proud of in th a t He 
described the Democratic party as an in­ 
stance of “evolution backwards.” 
In the 
times of Jackson it had some backbone, 
a skull, some brains, some loyalty, but it 
had kept going from the form ot a man to 
that of an ape, and then to that of a dog 
and so on until it had nearly reached that 
infiinitessimal bit of flabby blubber, which 
scientists place as .the beginning of the 
evolution of life.

GEN. J JUN A. LC GAN 
General Ljgaa spent aa hour and a half 
in a very clear, earnest strain of argument, 
putting his points sharply, and linking 
them together sj clearly as not to allow 
room tor any shat is of the opposition to 
enter. He gave his best thought Ona 
close analysis of 
the 
constitution and 
amendments as far as they touched upon 
the States rights doctrine, and showed in a 
clear manner the lali&cies which the Dem­ 
ocratic party ha J fallen into. The earnest 
manner of the speaker rs he pip I one 
climax of eh. [Ueucc onto another, called 
forth unbounded applause. 
The speaker 
did not spend much time rn telling lunuy 
stories, but made one of the most able, 
forcible arguments, ever listened t> in 
Rock county. It was a grand effort, and 
no synopsis w mid do it justice. 
ZACH CHANDLER’S SPEECH. 
When Zich Chandler’s towering form 
was seen rising, aa Dr. Rainier introduced 
him there was aa outburst of deafening 
applause, and as this quieted down. Fort 
master Ratter Mb jumped to 4his feet and 
proposed three cheers for the “son of thun­ 
der” from Michigan. It was given with a 
“tiger,” aud as soon as Senator Chandler’s 
voice could be heard, he dryly remarked 
that his was pretty light thunder. 
This 
renewed the laughter and cheers, and 
wach it quieted he set it again in motion 
by sayiug that he didn’t like to brtug in 
ms thunder at the end of such a storm, 
lie theu spoke of what he deemed a 
more important matter than finances, debt, 
ii any of the other subjects he had touch­ 
ed upon. It was the question “Are we or are 
we not a nation V ’ When the constitution 


was framed the people settled into the 
belief that, instead of a Confederation of 
States, which had existed for several years, 
they had a Govenmeut. 
AU sides §o 
believed. Tne whisky rebellion in Renn- 
-ylvamaiwas put down by the strong arm 
of the Government, and then all were sure 
it was a Government. That belief remain. 
c l uutil in the days of General Jackson, 
South Carolina raised the flag of rebellion 
in an attempt to force a concession on 
the 
tariff question. General Jackson 
was in the Presidential chair at the time, 
*□4 being informed that South Carolina 
under the leadership of John C. Calhoun, 
uad raised the flag of rebellion, said : “Let 
South C aro lin a commit the first overt act 
of treason, and by the Eternal, I will hang 
John C. Calhoun.” (Prolonged applause). 
They knew he meant it. Calhoun knew 
it, and the first overt act was notcommittet’. 
Then all were sure we had a Government. 
That Im p ressio n remained until twenty 


| its head, and again the threat was made to 
overthrow the Government 
unless we 
acceded to their wishes. This threat was 
dally made In Congress. For four years 
this threatening continued. The speaker 
described vividly the deplorable condition 
of the country with its weakened army 
and depleted treasury when Abraham 
Lincoln took the Presidential chair, and 
the Republican party took the reins of 
power. 
[Cheers.] 
That party under­ 
took to save the Government 
Without 
credit, without money, without arms, we 
undertook to carry on a war, and for four 
years It was continued, uotwithstandiug 
that a large political organization at the 
North and a solid South declared it to be a 
failure. [Cheers.] The war was carried 
on successfully and we believe we saved 
the Government, and believe so now. [A p­ 
plause.] When the rebels surrendered at 
Appomatox, they surrendered to a Gov­ 
ernment. 
[Applause.] 
They admitted 
that their blate rights heresy had been 
decided against them alter they had sub­ 
mitted it to tho arbitration of arm?. 
They pledged their lives, their fortunes, 
and their sacred honors to overthrow this 
government, and when they failed they lost 
all. 
(Applause.) 
They made uo claim 
then against the government, and asked 
simply that their miserable lives might be 
spired. Their liyes were given them, and 
they were told to go home an i behave 
themselves and obey the laws. 
They had 
forfeited their property, but it was restored 
to them. Their citizenship was restored. 
They were received again as brethren, aud 
the fatted calf we? killed, and they in ­ 
vited to tho feast, but they turned right 
around, and claimed that they had always 
o w o cd the calf themselves. (Applause and 
aughter. 
By the laws of war an I ol nations th jy 
were bound to pay all th j expanses of tue 
war, but we showed them a magnanimity 
such as tho world had never seen. 
[lie 
ne wed applause.] The great mistake made 
was that 
we were too magnanimous. 
Enough rebels ought to have been hung 
to have made treason 
forever odious 
[Applause.] Now after these years are 
past the same issues come up again. Then 
they raid “Obey our clem iuds, or we will 
shoot your Government lo death,” and 
and now after twenty years they sty “Do 
this: obey our demands: or we will starve 
your Government to dcatn.” [L Augh ter.] 
The speaker said he had rather be shot lo 
death than starved to death. These arc the 
same men who surrender, d r? prisoners of 
war, and who now have control of Con­ 
g a s . 
THE EVENING ME E l .NG. 


The meeting was then adjourned until 
7:3d o’clock, in the evening, when the 
tent was again crowded with listeners in 
spite of the chilncrsl of the night. The 
Bower City Band and the Evansville Cor­ 
net Band, together with a largo cumber ot 
citizens crooned the speakers from the 
Myers house to the tent.
